Frod Stene In the “Dance
Paoetique"” throws her over his shoulder
and finally falls over her and peopla
wander that she does not break in two.
fhe appenrs as Fan Tan and berides
many acrobhatic "stunts" her perform-
nnce s wonderful in tnany respects.

Miss Zell sald yestorday that she had
naver been glek a day of her lHfe and al-
though she “‘knocked waond" as she sald

it, she attributes her remarkably good
heallh to dancing.

DANCING AS A TONIC,

"In the first place.," she sald, "dancing
keepn down the weight. Of couran, every
ons knowe that, but I do not think that
it makes one thin, It may at first, but,
llke any other healthful exercise, it acts
a8 n tonle and keeps one in fine condi-

tlon, both mentally and physleally, and
keeps the welght down to just where It
should be.

"Dancing I8 a natural instinct. Some
of the modern dances are practically the
kind our primitive forefathers danced,
and after ali they are naturnl, and being
natural, it 18 only natural that they
should be beneficlal,

“The madern dances make one graceful,
thora I8 no doubt of that. When you
think of It, all people slould be grace-
ful. We all start with equal ehances,
and 18 there anything more graceful than
an infant? In youth we nre all graceful,
ko to speak, and clumalness s an sc-
nulred hablt that may come from many
sources.  Will power and determination
can make every one graceful, and dane-
Ing can be of the greatest help to the
will power in reaching the desired goal.

“Many people ars ungraceful through
#elf-tonsclousncas or nervousness. We gll
Know the pretty girl who looks like a
doll, and we also know that there Is
nothing graceful about a doll. The good
dancer should relax and become par-
fectiy natural, and if the true spirit of the
dance is reached any affectation will dis-
appeir,

TOO MUCH OF A GOOD THING.

“All healthy people should dance—
those with weak hearts and other af-
fligtions sahould see a doctor, but dane-
ing in, without n doubt. the best kind of
exercise that thare le. OQf course, like
everything else, It ean he overdone, So-
cloty girls and others who dance morn-
ing, noon and night, in other words, girls
who really have the craze to the extent
At theyr want to he dancing all the time,
nye really dolng & very foolish thing.
That is, If they dance to XTSRS,

YGirls wha dance contihually run the
danger of having their bunlon Jolnts en-
larged and you know how ugly a swollen
bunion joint can make the foot look.
Moderate dancing may enlarge the feat
slightly, but that is quite natural,

ple, 1 think, T remember an old Indy
who tuught me. I have heard that she
wiaE an old woman more than 20 yearns
ngo, and she must be near 830, Even toe
day she can do the most graceful steps.
Many famous dancers have llved o a
very old age,

"Hoclety people who veally have the
danve crage should take plenty of sleep,
Dancing puts one in such good physieal
eonilition thut we get to the stage whore
we no longer feel tired. Nevertheless,
plenty of wleep ls nbsolutely necessary,
Theatrical peopls seem to  keep thelr
youth langer than others, That is a
well-knnown faet, and goodness knows
they have to work hard enough at that
